Too many kinda of employment would entall large 
investments in many Industries and also greatly 
ilieréase the cost of supervision, aince many out- 
side experts would >e needed. This difficulty has 
heretofore been avoided b,y each state adopting a 
prison industry that does not compete with a 
leadlng industry in the state. But protests come 
from persons en gaged in that industry in other 
states. .The effort at Interstate regulation arises 
from this. 

The labeling of all products of prison labor 
should be required. A convict should be allowed 
a credit of earnlngs, both as a matter of justice 
to himself or such dependents as he may have 
and as an inducement to better work. All prod¬ 
ucts should be sold to the best advantage, both in 
the interest of making a prison self-supporting 
and in the interest of fair competitlon. Use of 
priseners in unprofltable pursuits or those whicli 
do not fit.them for outslde work* lat er on, should 
be dlscouraged, 

But it is Impossible to go mueh further than 
this. Competitlon cannot be elimlnated entlrely, 
but its importance is exaggerated, except when 
the same line of work is generally adopted by all 
pnsons.

The Republican editors ln convention at Jef- 
ferson City took a strong position in opposition 
to the grossly partisan gerrymander affeeted by 
Democratic legislation in the matter of senatorial 
dlstricts. 

They declared emphatically in favor of a re- 
dlstrlcting- program whlch will correct the vicious 
unfairness which is the chief feature of the 
gerrymanders and appointed a committee of 
leadlnjg Republican editors to carry on a move- 
ment for an initlative redistricting proposal;

Mr. Page Theorizes. 

Not alone have th leve ry and thugism smear 
our national living as apparently an aftermath of 
the World war. The country also is having to 
suffer from a sort of llterary and oratorical 
carpetbagglng whose influences on the people's 
mi mis and morals may be far more lasting and 
therefore more sorious than contemporaneous 
happenings in aSBault and raplne. 

To suffer in property and person is a dlre ex- 
perience of the individual cltlzen. When plun- 
dering becomes country wide. it represents a yet 
more serious situation in crlmlnality Still, the 
mena.ee scarcely Is comparabte in degree to that 
whlch might como from the studled corrup- 
tion o! a people'i tliinklng, When this results, 
government itself crumbles. 

It pleases Mr. Kirby Page, editor of The World 
Tomorrow, to offer in these latter days his 
peculiar set of views relative to government. 
Kansas City had a visitation from Mr. Page 
for two days of this week. Its inspection of the 
Page theories may have been the reason for the 
time seeming longer than forty-eight hours 
really can be. There is not mueh pleasure, and 
it is unreasonable to suppose there would be any 
profit, ln conslderlng such Ideas. Yet Mr* Page’s 
teachlngs might mlslead the unwary. 

‘'Nationalism," air!ly explains Mr. Page, “Is a 
fixed Idea which will be abandoned for a world 
union. . , . The family, the tribe, principalities 
and states have developed the difference between 
nations," 

We then seem to be offered by the ingenlous 
Mr. Page the promise that family life, Uke na¬ 
tional Ilfe, will pass. The world will have but 
a single household! 

“A nation," ptirsuea this pedagf^lpai parson, 
cannot ba Insnlted by t.he nets' of anoThsr na- 
Uon." Jt might ba wondored whether it evør 
bas occurred to Mr, Page whether a nation can 
he fnjured by another nation. DoubUess he 
doubts it.

Ohicago Y.M.C.A. is celebrating the 
completion of another unit in its pro¬ 
gram of expansion. This unit is the 
building of the South Chicago depart- 
ment, located in one of the greatest in¬ 
dustrial centers of the metropolitan area. 
The building cost $800,000, of which 
Judge Gary gave $375,000 on behalf of 
the United States Steel Corporation. Co- 
operating in the dedication along with 
other citizens were a number of fra¬ 
ternal orders including the Masons and 
the Knights of Columbus. 


Stanislas, Poland, is the center of a 
group of Protestant welfare institutions, 
“once the pride of European Protestant- 
ism” but now in poverty and decay. 
Buildings are needed and a large num¬ 
ber of orphaned, aged, crippled, blind 
and epileptic members of Polish, Ger¬ 
man, Ukrainian and Russian Protestants 
must be provided for. Funds are in¬ 
sufficient to care for them properly at 
the rate of even $66 a year for each in- 
mate. The Central Bureau of Relief has 
its offices at 287 Fifth Ave., N. Y. 



Drug addiction is decreasing in the 
United States. L. G. Nutt, chief of the 
narcotic division of the treasury depart- 
ment, estimates the number of addicts 
at present in this country at 100,000. 
Every year the imports of opium amount 
to about 100,000 pounds. 

A golden calf from Palestine is on ex- 

hib,ition at the University of Chicago. 
It is of Egyptian workmanship and dates 
from about T800 B. C., about the time of 
Abraham. It is associated with the wor- 
ship of the cow goddess, Hathor, and 
suggests the story of the “golden calf” 
of Aaron in the wilderness. 

A reader of successive issnes o-f The 
Baptist might conclude that the address 
of Kirby Page is elusive a& a flea.

Imperialism has been the primary 
cauKc 0 f war in the past 100 years, 
Klrl^y Page, editor and tra velar, de- 
cliiretl yesterdAy in an address be- 
fore members of the Fresno Rotary j 
club on “Is the United States Im- 
perlalistic Today?" 

Uefining- “imperialism" as politi- 
cal or econonric control of one peo- 
ple by a foreign power, Page de-, 
c I ared that it is not debatable tliat 
the United States is imperialistic, 
Rnd rel'erred to Professor Moon of 
Columbia university and his tabu- 
lation of 911,000 square miles and 
21,000,000 people wlio are dominated 
by the United States. 

three reasons cited 

“All great powers/' he said, “are 
Imperialistic. There are three main 
reasons for this. The first is the 
urge and drive of the industrial 
need for outside resources^ No 
nation is self contatned. The 
United States is more nearly self 
contained than any other, yet, using 
three-fourths of the world's pro- 
duction of rubber, we produco but 
three per cent ourselves. If our 
rubber supply were suddenly cut off 
we would be faced wlth what would 
amount to a panic. Industries must 
have their raw materials. 

“There is a need on the part of 
Industries for additional markets, 
that they may seli their surplus 
goods abroad, and there is a need 
for a prace to invest surplus money. 
The second reason is that nations 
fear if they do not take control of 1 
a territory, some other nation will. 
There has been more imperialism 
as a result of this second force 
than for any other reason. 

“Thirdly, when a people want to 
profit by an activlty they seldom 
admlt they are acting for selfish 
reasons. They first deceive them¬ 
selves into thinking they are acting 
for the good of other peoples, and 
this has led to the doctrlne known 
as ‘the white man’s burden.’ 
TRUTHFUL DOCTR1NE 

“The interestlng thing is that 
people do believe that, and, further, 
that there is a lot of truth in it. 
Under this doctrlne of the 'white 
man’s burden,’ imperialism has 
been sanctioned and developed. 


“Nobody will deny that the Im¬ 
perialistic governments of the west 
have done tremendous good in the 
regions they have seized. They 
have brouglit more stabllity of gov- 1 
ernment; have given greater secur- 
lty to life and property; have af- 
forded better educational facilities, 
and have developed engineering and 
eanitation. Nohody can deny that 
Haiti, in the 13 years the United 
States has been in control there, or 
the Philipplne Islands', in the 29 
years under our control have been 
lmproved in important respects, or 
that the people have profited. 

“And imperialism has been ex- 
ceedingly good for the people back 
home. Take England, for example. 
The people of England are more 
prosperous because of the activities 
of the Brltlsh government in India, 
in Egypt and other places. 

GREAT EVILS ALSO 

“Against imperialism, on the 
other hånd, must be clialked up 
great evils that have been accom¬ 
pli shed. Imperialism must be 
charged with the cause of thø 
[World War. The race of armaments 
was driven on by the race of im¬ 
perialism. Exploitation of natives 
must also be placed on the debit 
ride. In Haiti we have done much 
»vil; we killed 2,000 or 3,000 of the 
natives in batties in subjugating 
them, The same was true in the 
Philippine Islands, and our troops 
there were guilty of lndescrlbable 
atrocities. 

“In spite of the good that the 
United States has done in the Car-

“If we increase our armaments, 
other nations will, and it will not 
be long before we drive the sub- 
ject peoples into armament, The 
o nly way these territorles can be 
protected is by arming the subject 
peoples. At this rate, we will have 
another war in the next three or 
four deeades. 

MARINES NOT BEST WAY 

“There is a better way to bring 
stabilization to Nicaragua than by 
the lise of United States marines. 
If intervention is necessary, let I fe 
be by tlie authority of a recognlzed 
international body, such as the 
Pan American union. Such an or¬ 
ganisation Could stabUlzo conditions 
by rarusing to recoguizo a govern¬ 
ment based on revolution; by re- 
fu sin g to lend money to the con- 
testants; by bringing financial 
pressure to bear on them, and by 
bringing economic pressure to bear 
on the people. 

“The Philippines constitute our 
acid test. If we clean our own 
house and give them their inde- 
pendence, we could, in a decade or 
two, work out a policy for the na¬ 
tions of the world to assure peace. 
AVe can not have permanent peace 
in a world of imperialism. The rec- 
ords of the past pro ve that. The 
price of peace will be the giving 
up of imposed control on other na- I 
tions."

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Kirby Page Discusses 
Nationalism In Chapel 

Holds Nationalism to Be Most Unify- 
ing and Most Divisive Force 
in Modern World 


This morning an interesting diver- 
[ sion from the daily chapel routine was 
experienced by the student body when 
Kirby Page, editor of The World To- 
morrow, gave an interesting icono- 
clastic discourse on nationalism. Mr. 
Page held nationalism to be “at the 
same time the most unifying and most 
divisive force in our modern worid.” 
He continued, “Nationalism is one of 
the most disruptive and dangerous 
factors with which we are confronted. 
It binds people together and sets them 
against other peoples.” 

In part, Mr. Page, who was secured 
by the college Y to speak, said: “The 
danger inherent in suspicion, fear and 
hatred thus generated (by national¬ 
ism) is greatly actuated by the preva- 
lence of four political dogmas that 
'have bécome attached to nationalism, 
namely the doctrines of national in- 
terest, national sovereignty, national 
patriotism and national honor.” He 
then enlarged on each of the 
“dogmas” to prove his point. 

' In condusion Mr. Page finished 
with, “This astounding spectacle of 
vast multitudes doing with extreme 
enthusiasm the thing they most utterly 
detest arises out of the emotions kin¬ 
dled by the four portraits drawn by 
nationalism and by the four political 
dogmas upon which nationalism rests. 
As long as the respective peoples of 
the earth magnify their own virtues 
and minimize their own faults, while 
exaggerating the vices of other people 
and pnderestimating their achieve- 
ments, and as long as the current 
ideas of national interest, sovereignty, 
honor and patriotism prevail,—just so 
long will humanity be menaced with 
war,”

by the United States. 

THREE REASONS CITED 

"All great power s/’ he said, fere 
imperial istic. There are three main 
reasons for this. The first is the 
urgc and drive of thc industri al 
need for outside resourccsv No 
nation is self contained. The 
United H ta tes is more nearly self 
contained tlian any other, yet, using 
three-fourths of the world’s pro- 
dnotion of rubber, wc produce but 
three per cent ourselves. If our 
rubber supply were suddenly cut off 
wc would be faced wlth what would 
aniount to a panic. Industries must 
have their raw materials. 

“There is a neecl on tlie part of 
Industries for additional markets, 
that they may seli their surplus 
goods abroad, and there is a need 
for a place to invest surplus money. 
The second reason is that nations 
fear if they do not take control of 
a territory, some other nation will. 
There has been more imperialism 
As a result of this second force 
than for any other reason. 

“Thirdiy, wlien a peoplo want to 
profit by an activity they seldom 
admlt they aro ae tin g; for selfish 
reasons. ■ They first de cel ve them¬
